DETROIT (AP) — Congress 
is expected to lift soon the re­ 
quirem ent that all new cars 
carry seat belt-interlock sys­ 
tems. But it will come too late 
for about a million buyers of 
1975-model cars. 
Auto companies are already 
into new car production and 
will have an estim ated one mil­ 
lion units with interlocks in 
dealer showrooms by late this 
month when Congress is ex­ 
pected to drop the requirement 
for the safety devices. 
The interlocks, first required 
for 1974 models, force front seat 
o c c u p a n ts 
to 
fa ste n 
th eir 
harness-belts before the car 
will start. Many car owners 
have complained vociferously 
about having to buckle on the 
belts even for driving a car a 
few feet into a garage. 
l^ate fall shoppers will find 
some showroom models with 
interlocks and others without 
them. The companies say shop 
pers may not want a car with 
the device even though it is 
relatively simple to disconnect 
and the government estimates 
40 per cent of current model car 
owners have disconnected it. 
General Motors says the in­ 
ter locks add about $30 or $40 to 
a c a r ’s cost. It said it would 
pass on to consumers any sav­ 
ings it realizes from eliminat­ 
ing the interlocks. But purcha­ 
sers of cars with the device in­ 
stalled will have to pay the ex­ 
tra money. 
Legislation outlawing the de­ 
vices is not an absolute certain­ 
ty But spokesmen for the auto 
companies say they are con­ 
fident such action is coming 
And Senate action this week in­ 
dicates they are right.

TOKYO (A P ) — Diplomats in 
Tokyo believe that the health of 
Chinese Prem ier Chou En-lai is 
worse, but they see no evidence 
that he intends to resign in the 
immediate future. 
Chou, 76. had a heart attack 
in May and has gradually with- 
drawn from official public life. 
He has not attended a public 
function since the celebration of 
Army Day on July 31. 
A visiting US. congressional 
delegation stirred fresh specu­ 
lation on Chou's condition last 
week when some of its m em ­ 
bers reported he could not re­ 
ceive them because his health 
.had deteriorated. 
This drew denials in Peking, 
but also a guarded admission 
that he is not as well as he was 
when he received Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson. D-VVash.. in his 
hospital room early in July. 
For the first time in several 
years. Chou last week did not 
accompany a visiting head of 
state 
President Gnassingbe 
Eyadema of Togo — when he 
met with 
Communist 
party 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
He was absent again on Tues­ 
day when Mao met the Nigerian 
chief of state. Gen. Yakubu 
Gowon. 
Recalling Chou's strong con­ 
stitution and capacity for pro­ 
longed hard work, diplomats 
say it is likely that he will retain 
over all direction of China’s 
day-to-day affairs as long as he 
is physically able to do so. 
They add, however, that he is 
undoubtedly delegating more of 
his duties to his two vice-pre 
miers, Teng Hsiao-ping, 70, and 
Li Hsien-nien.

Greenspan of the Council of 
Economics Advisers. 
Despite months of anti in­ 
flation effort, including record 
high interest rates most of this 
year, these advisers say the 
earliest any real progress can 
be made is next year. 
These views m ark a major 
retreat from Nixon adm inis­ 
tration predictions that the rate 
of inflation, now about 11 per 
cent, would decline to 7 per cent 
by the end of this year. This 
target was revised upward a 
month ago to 8 per cent. 
Rush, w ho was confirmed by 
the Senate on Thursday as a m ­ 
bassador to France, indicated 
in an interview that the in­ 
flation rate may still be above

Stocks ol gasoline were more 
than 12 per cent above those of 
1973 and 11.6 per cent higher

The weakest category in pet­ 
roleum appeared to be residual 
fuel oil: stocks were about 4.5 


per cent behind their level of 
1972. but were 14 per cent better 
than a y ear ago. 
Tight supplies of residual oil 
could affect electric utilities, 
prim e users of that fuel. 
Hal) said uncertainties are 
posed by the possibility of a 
coal miners strike this Novem ­ 
ber. when the curent United 
Mine Workers contract expires. 
Natural gas supplies are al­ 
ready expected to run short. 


The F ederal Power Commis­ 
sion predicts that natural gas 
companies will be forced by 
shortages to cut off supplies 
temporarily to some industries, 
as they did last winter.

ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia 
(APi — Ethiopia’s new mili­ 
tary rulers have warned the 
United States that unless it in­ 
creases its supply of arm s to 
counter Soviet shipments of 
tanks and MIG jets to neighbor­ 
ing Somalia, they may look 
elsewhere. 
The warning was reported by 
diplomats today in the wake of 
the overthrow of E m peror 
Haile Selassie. 
The diplomatic observers be­ 
lieve the removal on Thursday 
of the 82-year-old emperor who 
once held absolute power may 
herald a major shift in relations 
with 
Washington. 
Ethiopia's 
chief source of aid. 
Some diplomats think 
the 
new regime may turn to France 
for military hardware and to 
China for other help if the 
United States does not supply 
what is wanted. 
The United States has given 
Ethiopia about $50« million 
worth of military and economic 
aid since World War II. That is 
more than any other African 
country got. 
But reform ers charge that 
Washington, with its aid. was a 
prop for the emperor s feudal 
regime. And the military and 
others are resentful because 
the U.S. government has re­ 
buffed requests for more arm s 
to restore Ethiopian supremacy 
along the border with Somalia, 
which claims the eastern quar­ 
ter of Ethiopia. 
The United States has report­ 
edly begun supplying heavy 
tanks to Ethiopia, but the total 
military aid is expected to re- 
piain at about $10 million a 
year.

It is tim e to consider frankly 
an d w ith o u t circu m lo cu tio n 
w hether “affirm ative action" 
is not a euphem ism for reverse 
racism ; and, if so. w hether its 
end result will be beneficial or 
devastating to Am erican m i­ 
norities. 
A ffirm ative action appears to 
be different from equal oppor­ 
tunity. It seem s to imply re­ 
cruitm ent, quotas and a double 
standard of qualifications rig­ 
ged to favor minorities and par­ 
ticularly blacks. It has appar­ 
ently becom e a policy of the 
federal Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity. It is being echoed by 
state “ hum an rights” com m is­ 
sions. local com munity rela­ 
tions councils and, of course, by 
m ilita n t m inority o rg a n iz a ­ 
tions. 
THE THEORY seem s to be 
that if an em ployer has fewer 
blacks on his payroll in all job 
categories than the black ratio 
to the local population he m ust 
confess to discrim ination. 
Oddly, 
this 
is a 
one-way 
street. No protest is raised 
about heavy black em ploym ent 
on professional baseball, foot- 
l>all and basketball team s. No 
governm ent agency suggests 
that scouts go forth ana ac­ 
tively recruit white players. 
We can ’t play it both ways, 
with a system of open com peti­ 
tion in fields where black ap­ 
plicants exhibit special talents 
and quotas disregarding talent, 
training and m otivation where 
unusual black aptitudes do not 
exist. 
A month ago a class-action 
suit w as filed against Am erican 
Airlines in w hich it w as assert­ 
ed that the com pany m ust do 
m ore than seek qualified appli­ 
cants am ong m inorities. What 
the com pany m ust do. said the 
E 
laintiffs, is bring in untrained 
lacks, school them at its own 
expense and prepare blacks al­ 
ready on the payroll for higher 
positions. 
Since the com pany is not 
asked to set itself up as a train­ 
ing school for white applicants, 
this is an effort to obtain a judi­ 
cial blessing for a racist act, 
one that would m ake Am erican 
Airlines an unequal opportunitj' 
em ployer. 
TIIE CLASSIC argum ent in 
favor of such discrim ination is 
that it is overdue com pensation 
because of racist bars and bans 
which blacks have suffered in 
the past. This has been wryly 
described by Dr^ Daniel Boor- 
stin 
a s 
“ in te rg e n e ratio n a ! 
Imokkeeping.” 
How long such a period of 
reverse discrim ination should 
last in order to redress the bal­ 
ance is not spelled out. Nor is it 
clear why a young white job 
seeker, who never ow ned slaves 
or lavored bias, m ust pay for 
the sins of Simon Legree. There 


seem s to be a theory that w hites 
should be happier with dis­ 
crim ination against them selves 
than blacks w ere. 
Once m ore the do-gooders a r e . 
fouling up, and they are fouling 
up because they are trying to 
force an unfair and dishonest 
thing in the nam e of social ju s­ 
tice. 
If they could show that blacks 
are 
barred from 
vocational 
schools or apprenticeship pro­ 
gram s. they would have a case. 
If they could show’ that aptitude 
tests are tricky, they’d have a 
case. If they could show a pat­ 
tern of discrim ination based 
upon specific instances where 
qualified blacks were ignored 
or passed over, they would have 
a case. But these are not the a r ­ 
gum ents of the quota dem and- 
ers. 
LAST SPRING two students 
a t W ashington University p re­ 
pared identical school records 
for two fictitious graduate stu ­ 
dents. one identified as black 
and one as white, and sent job 
applications to 176 universities, 
The follow-up interest by the 
universities in the supposed 
black applicant was 44.4 per 
cent, in the white 9.5 per cent. 
The end result of this Will be 
cruel not to whites 
but to 
blacks. 
The vast reservoir of goodwill 
which most educated young 
whites have toward black a s­ 
pirations. based on the fact that 
for too long the black m an had 
to be twice as good to get half as 
far, will evaporate quickly if in 
the com petitive job m arket it 
becomes apparent that a black 
man can be half as good and get 
twice as far. Young whites need 
jobs, too. 
Second, there’s no uplift in 
any attem pt to set up reverse 
bias. If young blacks get the 
idea that days in school and 
nights at the library a re no 
longer relevant, and that they 
can pitch pennies on the side­ 
walk in front of the tavern until 
the company car calls for them , 
their perform ance level will be 
low . This will cause rising re ­ 
sentm ent and 
eventual 
se t­ 
backs. 
FINALLY, their new politi­ 
cal base can vanish. At the m o­ 
m ent and a t long last, blacks 
a re listened to by politicians. 
But if dem ands go beyond the 
bounds of reason, m ost office­ 
holders who accede to them 
m ay find they will lose m ore 
votes than they gain. Only in 
those cities where they are in 
th e m a jo rity do A m erican 
blacks have anything to win 
from racially polarized politics. 
« “ Affirm ative action”

handful of jokers. It needs to be 
specifically defined, its aim s 
, and its m achinery clearly re ­ 
vealed. And if it collides with 
equal opportunity, to hell with 
it. We w ere supposed to be 
craw ling out of racism .

NEW YORK (AP*) 
The 
malfunctioning economy may 
in theory be the nation’s No, 1 
problem , as President Ford has 
indicated, hut once again Wu- 
tergato has pre-em pted the po­ 
sition. 
F or one month it seem ed that 
inflation, recession and the oth­ 
er related specters that have 
haunted every household would 
be exposed by enlightened dis­ 
cussion. and eventually routed 
by decisive action. 
Those w ho held that view now 
a re n ’t so certain. W hereas the 
ixirdon of President Nixon was 
d ecisiv e and a b so lu te and 
required no conference, 
the 
num ber one problem , the econ­ 
om y, rem ains in the discussion 
stage, 
In fact, the nature of the 
beast has not yet been ascer­ 
tained. and nobody seem s to 
know w hether to plunge the 
spear into the hide or the heart. 
The President already has in­ 
dicated that it is now too late in 
the congressional session for 
en a c tio n of a n ti-in fla tio n a ry 
legislation, w hatever form it 
might take. 
Meanwhile, the battle of the 
economy is being fought with 
much the sam e attitudes of the 
form er adm inistration, led by a 
chairm an of the ( ouncil of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers who was ac- 
tuall> chosen by Nixon. 
Alan G reenspan, the chair­ 
man, has reiterated his belief 
that the money supply m ust re ­ 
m ain tight, despite the con­ 
sensus of econom ists at a White 
H<*ise m eeting Sept 5 that the 
money supply should be eased. 
The F ederal Reserve Board 
has the responsibility for con­ 
trolling the am ount of money 
led into the economy It can cut 
the supply if it feels too m ain 
dollars are chasing too few 
guuUa y r, il 0 » suppb 


insufficient, it can release m ore 
funds. 
The big controversy about a ; 
tight money policy at this stage 
of the economy is that it might 
be stra n g lin g d o m estic in ­ 
dustry, including essential pub­ 
lic utilities, instead of restoring 
economic health. 
Those who oppose tight m on­ 
ey argue that the nation is on 
the* verge of a deep recession 
and that the economy needs an 
injection of financial energy 
rather than a further restric­ 
tion. 
In uddition. som e business 
men and econom ists and labor 
leaders argue that a tight m on­ 
ey 
policy 
hits 
d o m estic 
economic activity hard but is 
far less effective in holding 
dow n the price of oil or cocoa or 
other im ports. 
At the White House confer­ 
ence a week ago. econom ist* of 
various leanings acknow ledged 
the need for m onetary restraint 
I>ut surprisingly agreed that a 
slightly easier money policy 
might now lie in order But they 
may not have been convincing.

More Food Tips Offered

"A fat, chubby child is a 
(healthy) (unhealthy) child.” 
Despite the old saying, the 
medical vote goes firmly for the 
second choice. F a t children are 
likely to grow up to be fat adults 
— it is estim ated that 80 per 
cent stay fat. 
. 
Obesity m akes people more 
susceptible to diabetes, high 
blood pressure, coronary dis­ 
ease, and it puts greater strain 
on the respiratory system, and 
has o ther 
effec ts working 
against a long and healthy life. 
“G ran d m a” would say that 
“ baby fat” 
disappears with 
maturity. But it doesn't, neces­ 
sarily. 
RESEARCH 
indicates that 
some people who are obese as 
adults becam e “ program m ed” 
that way as children. Because 
of eating too much food, the 
children developed extra num ­ 
bers of “fat cells,” the kind in 
adipose tissue designed to be 
storehouses of fat. These cells 
empty according to demand, or 
fill as fat is available for stor­ 
age. It's easier to fill the fat 
cells than to empty them. Fat 
children have more fat cells 
than slim youngsters. 
It is also too easy to use food 
for reward or punishment, or 
just to shut a child up. With­ 
holding some choice food as 
punishment 
m ay simply 
in­ 
crease desire for it, and it’s 
likely to be something rich in 
calories. Food as a reward can 
lead a child to eat more than he 
needs. 
Active, growing children will 
w ant 
th e ir 
betw een-m eal 
snacks and indeed should have 
them, 
because small young 
stomachs c an ’t take in enough

tood, at regular meals, to sup­ 
ply the energy children need. 
LEFT ALONE, 
unguided, 
children go for things 
like 
candy, potato chips, doughnuts, 
pastries, and other goodies that 
supply calories but not much 
else. 
The key to guiding children to 
healthful snacks is to regard 
them as “ mini-meals,’’ says 
Dr. Philip White, nutrition au­ 
thority of the American »Medi­ 
cal Association. Snacks should 
supply the sam e share of nu­ 
trient needs, such as proteins 
and carbohydrates, as regular 
meals. 
Dr. White suggests things like 
little sandwiches, maybe made 
from left-overs and kept re­ 
frigerated lor snacking; soups, 
fruit juices, peanut butter sand­ 
wiches, milk, dried fruits, raw

sticks, and cookies — oatmeal, 
graham , molasses, and raisin 
cookies rather than chocolate 
ones or those filled with cream.

As for vitamins, the pills and 
• supplements are not needed if 
your child is consuming an ade­ 
quate and balanced diet, nutri* 
I tion authorities say. And there 
I is real danger in over-dosing

During the morning he joined 
a bipartisan group of Congres 
sional leaders for a two-hour 
meeting on foreign aid with the 
Chief Executive 
Late in the afternoon. Hays 
was back in the Oval Office, 
where hr met alone with Mr. 
Foixl for 45 minutes to discuss 
the pending campaign finance 
reform bill 
Hays, a veteran Democrat 
trom southeast Ohio, emerged 
from the afternoon session opti­ 
mistic atxmt the prospects on 
getting Congressional passage 
of a cam paign reform measure 
which the President will sign. 
He is chairm an of the House 
A d m in istra tio n 
C o m m ittee 
which fashioned reform legisla­ 
tion, overwhelmingly approved 
last month by the House. A 
somewhat different 
bill 
has 
lx?cn approved by the Senate 
and Hays w ill head a joint con­ 
ference committee which next 
week will meet to reconcile dif­ 
feren ces 
betw een the 
two 
pieces of legislation 
Hays says he and the Presi­ 
dent were in substantial agree 
ment about the major provi­ 
sions of the bill, which will es­ 
tablish a system of public fi 
nancing for future presidential 
elections and which will impose 
tough new rules on political 
contributions for Congressional 
races in an effort to end abuses 
spotlighted by the Watergate 
probe. 
“ I don’t see any difficulties in 
getting a bill passed.” said 
Hays after his meeting with Mr. 
Ford. 
He said Mr. Ford was willing 
to go along with a proviso which 
will finance future presidential 
campaigns from the voluntary 
$1 income tax check-off. But 
Hays said Mr. Ford, like Hays 
himself, is opposed to public fi­ 
nancing of Congressional races 
from general tax revenues.

Cleveland Browns enter the 
1974 season with 14 new faces, 
including nine rookies, and al-’ 
though they have had only one 
losing year in their 29 years of 
National Football League his­ 
tory, this could be the second 
one. 
The Browns have steadily de­ 
clined since the mid-1960s Last 
year’s 7-5-2 record was one of 
the worst they’ve had in the last 
five years. 
The Cincinnati Bengals cap­ 
tured the American Conference 
Central Division title last year 
with 
Pittsburgh 
finishing 
a 
close second. They’re the teams 
to beat again, and even Browns 
Coach Nick Skorichsays both of 
those squads are drastically 
improved 
The other team in the Central 
Division is the Houston Oilers, 
who do not constitute much of a 
threat. 
Q uarterback Mike Phipps 
will lead the Browns offense for 
the third consecutive year. He 
has been on the squad five 
y ears, but 
didn’t draw 
a 
fulltime assignment until 1972. 
Phipps’ passing percentage 
improved in 1973, but he gained 
200 fewer yards and threw five 
more interceptions. He carried 
the ball 60 times in each of his 
first two years and increased 
his ground game in 1973. 
Skorich said Phipps im ­ 
proved a lot last season despite 
the lack of statistical proof. He 
added that Phipps needs a lot ol 
help from the offensive line. 
Brian Sipe, who spent last 
season on 
the Browns cab 
squad, and Will Cureton. a 
rookie from East Texas State, 
will back up Phipps as field 
marshals. 
The offensive line will have 
two new 
starters 
Rookie 
Gerry Sullivan, seventh-round 
dralt choice from the Univer­ 


sity ot Illinois, and Chuck Hut­ 
chison. who saw very' little ac­ 
tion last year. 
John Demarie appears fully 
recovered 
from 
offseason 
shoulder surgery and will be 
starting his ninth year in the 
NFL. Veteran Bob DeMarco, 
who has been an NFL center for 
14 years, will be over the ball 
The Browns have been trying 
to come up with an effective of­ 
fensive line unit They traded a 
future draft choice to the Chi 
cago Bears for veteran guard 
Glen Holloway, who is expected 
to challenge soon for a starting 
position. 
Holloway 
was 
ac­ 
quired hours before the trading 
deadline. 
Pete Adams, a first-round 
draft choice in 1973, and Bob 
McKay, who has signed to play 
in the World Football League in 
1975, are also possible late sea­ 
son starters. Both are suffering 
from knee injuries. Harry Dar- 
row. who is in his second season 
in pro football, will be a backup. 
At the wide receiver spot the 
Browns’ are hoping for a good 
showing from Steve Holden. 
Holden was the Browns first 
draft choice in 1973, but he had 
a lot of difficulty adjusting to 
the pro ranks last year. 
The other spot is up for grabs 
l>etween veterans Gloster Rich­ 
ardson. Jubilee Dunbar and 
Ben Hawkins. Both Dunbar and 
Hawkins were acquired in pre­ 
season trades. 
Milt Morin will continue as 
the Browns starting tight end. 
with rookie Ernie Richardson 
as backup. 
It’s anybody’s guess who will 
t»e in the starting running back 
positions 
The Browns have 
veterans Bo Scott. Ken Brown, 
w ho led the club in yardage last 
year. Billy Lefear and Hugh 
McKmnis. 
Greg Pruitt, drafted in the 
second round in 1973, saw a lot 


of action in the latter part of 
last season, scoring five touch- 
dow ns, and it is likely he’ll see a 
lot of work this year A backup 
in the offensive backfield is 
rookie Bob Hunt, from Heidel­ 
berg. 
D efensively, 
the Browns 
were rated 11th in the NFL.The 
defensive unit spent a lot of 
time on the field last season, 
because the offensive unit 
couldn’t keep possession of the 
ball. 
Up front will be Walter John­ 
son and Jerry Sherk. both All 
Pro tackles. However, Sherk 
may be sidelined for the opener 
because of an injury. 
Carl Barisich, who is starting 
his second season with the 
Browns, will fill in for Sherk 
Mark 
Ilgenfritz. 
a 
rookie 
from Vanderbilt, and veteran 
Nick Roman will probably get 
the call as starting defensive 
ends. Allen A ldridge, who 
played several years in Canada 
and the NFL. was impressive 
during the preseason. Mike Sei- 
lert. a tree agent-rookie from 
the University of Wisconsin will 
backstop the defensive end po­ 
sition 
The linebackers will again be 
led by middle man Bob Babich, 
v\ ho was acquired from the San 
I >iegoChargers just prior to the 
1973 season. 
oth er linebacking spots will 
be filled by veterans Charlie 
Hall. 
John 
G arlington, 
Clarence Scott. Cliff Brooks, 


Mel Long, and Billy Andrews 
Second 
y ear 
man 
Jim 
Romaniszvn will provide help 
as a linebacker. 
Roaming the outer reaches of 
the defensive backfield will be 
veteran Walt Sum ner and 
Thom Darden. Van Green and 
rookie Eddie Brown. 
For the first time in several 
years the Browns will have 
more than one place kicker and 
punter on the team. Don Cock 
roft, who filled both of those po 
sitions, returns with help from 
rookie Chris G artner from In­ 
diana University.

CLEVELAND (AP) - There 
is one man in the Cleveland In­ 
dians organization who will ad­ 
m it he has given serious 
thought to the possibility of 
Frank Robinson being the next 
m anager of the club. That’s the 
Tribe’s present field boss Ken 
Aspromonte. 
“Yes I’ve thought about it,” 
said Aspromonte, whose three- 
year contract with the Indians 
ends this season. 
“But as far as I’m concerned, 
when and if Ken Aspromonte 
goes I could care less who they 
give the job to,” he added. 
“All I want to do right now is 
stay in the pennant race. The 
fact that he can help the club do 
that is the most important thing 
to me, 
“I’ve got to keep doing my 
job and let the chips fall where 
they m ay.” 
Robinson, who has been high 
on the list of persons to become 
baseball’s first black manager, 
was acquired off waivers from 
the California 
Angels Thur­ 
sday. 
“Right now all we’ve put up is 
the minimum $20,000 waiver 
price,” said Indian General 
Manager Phil Seghi. “ Maybe 
down the road there will be 
more in the offering.’’ 
Seghi said that talk about 
Robinson becoming the Tribe’s 
next m anager is “strictly spec­ 
ulation." 
“ He was acquired as a player 
who could help us in the pen­ 
nant 
race," Seghi said. 
“ 1 
talked with him on the phone 
and he said he’s interested in 
playing his 20th year 
Robinson, who is the only 
ballplayer ever to win the Most 
Valuable Player award in both 
leagues, ends his 19th year in 
the majors this season. 
“His contract (which is re­ 
ported to be $175.000) with the 
Angels ends this year." Seghi 
said. “We ll sit down and talk 
about next year's contract after 
the season is over.’ 
Robinson ranks No. 4 on the 
all-time home run list with 572 
home runs, behind Hank Aaron, 
Babe Ruth and Willie Mays. He 
was hitting .251 this reason with 
20 home runs and 63 runs batted 
in. 
Seghi says that he hopes this 
is a psychological boost to the 
team. 
“I 
hope everybody knows 
that we’re serious about win­ 
ning this thing this year," Seghi 
said “We believe we’ve got a 


chance and that he can help 
us.” 
John Lowenstein, an Indian 
infielder-outfielder, said he 
thinks that Robinson will be a 
big help to the club. 
“He’s had the championship 
experience and he should have 
a stabilizing effect on the ball- 
club,” Lowepstein said. "It’s 
too bad that he wasn’t here 
three Weeks ago." 
Robinson 
is 
scheduled 
to 
meet the team in Baltimore for 
a double header tonight. 
"H e’ll probably play in one of 
the two gam es,” Aspromonte 
said. “He’ll either be the desig­ 
nated hitter or play first base. ’ 
Tom McCraw, an Indian utili­ 
ty man. says he believes that 
Robinson can help the club in 
the stretch drive. 
“W herever he goes, the spec­ 
ulation of his being manager of 
tjie club will follow 
him .’’ 
McCraw said. “There are sev­ 
eral blacks that is happening to. 
(Larry) Doby (the Indians first 
base coach) is another player 
who that happens to." 
Robinson, who started this 
season with a .298 lifetime bat 
ting average, has managed for 
several seasons in the Puerto 
Rican winter league.

terfielder. was a member of his 
team, and Hendrick expressed 
a liking for the man. 
Hendrick

(Hit him back in the lineup when 
the Indians were in a slump.

COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP) 
Engineers specializing in ener­ 
gy conservation say most exist­ 
ing commercial and industrial 
buildings waste between 20 to 40 
per cent of the energy they use. 
The engineers, from the ener­ 
gy systems division of G rum ­ 
man Aerospace Corp., told rep­ 
resentatives of state govern­ 
ment departm ents that most 
buildings were designed with, 
little thought to energy and use 
it too lavishly 
Ivan I.Tobias, division m a r­ 
keting m anager, said the engi 
neers w ho designed the build-. 
ings "did their jobs properly, 
given the conditions they were 
required to fulfill. 
"They designed a simple sys­ 
tem. easy to maintain and—as 
far as energy was concerned- 
probably using more than he 
would have if that had been one 
of the requirem ents." 
As a result, the engineers 
said, buildings must be studied 
carefully to determine how best 
they can save energy. 
Timothy J. Murphy of Beth- 
pago. N Y , division engineering 
manager, said, for example, 
that 70 per cent of all office 
buildings being built use a ty pe 
of central air conditioning unit 
that both cools and heats the 
air. even in the middle ol 
sum m er. 
As a result of its design, he 
said , a civic-m in ded office 
m anager who raises his ther­ 
mostate 
to cut 
power 
con­ 
sumption merely cuts in the 
heater, burning more oil. 
"What should have been an 
energy-saving m easure defeats 
itself." he said. 
The Grumman engineers, 
who have been selling energy 
c o n se rv a tio n m ethods since 
A pril, 
1973, 
said 
sy ste m s 
changes have cut tuel oil con­ 
sumption by as much as 6« per 
cent for some of their clients, 
and have paid for themselves 
within a year. 
Systems changes can include 
timers, different a ir ducting 
and different lighting circuitry, 
they said One of the simplest 
changes is an orange band 
around the building column 
where the light switches a ie lo­ 
cated, so employes know w here 
to turn out lights. 
At the New York University 


library, 
the 
engineers 
said, 
such changes reduced fuel oil 
consumption by 465.000 gallons 
a 
year and electricity con­ 
sumption by 420,000 kilowatt 
hours per year. 
Fuel oil at a Long Island pub­ 
lic school system was cut by 
180,000 gallons a year and elec- 
tricity consumption by 720,000 
kilowatt hours a year through 
systems analysis, they said.

column about coffee and your 
heart wan rather disturbing to 
me. You said that people with 
resting heart rates over 80 
beats per minute were more 
likely to have a heart attack or 
drop dead tharl people with 
resting heart rates below 70. 
My 
doctor, 
who 
is 
quite 
renowned, 
told 
me 
that 
a 
normal heart rate for women 
was between 78 and 84 
— 
somewhat higher than for men 
I 
had always 
thought 
that 
around 80 was normal. I have 
tjad a faster heart rate than 
usual these past few years. A 
number of years ago I had 
attacks of rapid heart beats and 
took quinidine. but I’m not 
troubled with that any more. 
I have given up coffee and 
only have a half cup of Sank a in 
the mornings and rarely drink 
tea. Alcohol seems to speed up 
my 
heart 
at times, and 
I 
thought it was a depressant. I 
drink very little, however. I’m 
63 and female and have been 
very’ active. I would appreciate 
further information about the 
heart rates. 
Dear Reader — Yes. I did 
say that. It is the result of a 
study of personnel from the 
People’s Ga§ Company. When 
doctors talk about likelihood in 
groups, you cannot then say it 
will happen to one particular 
person. It is just a statement of 
risk factor. 
Normal heart rates are said 
to be between 60 and 100 beats 
|K*r minute. The problem is the 
definition of normal. It is used 
to define the common finding. If 
you measured the resting heart 
rate you would find it between 
60 and 100 in most people. 
N orm al, 
m eanin g 
“ c o m ­ 
mon," 
isn't 
too 
helpful 
in 
e v a lu a tin g 
health. 
In a 
population where over half of 
the people die from heart and 
vascular disease, being normal 
can be downright dangerous. 
What you want are optimal 
findings 
meaning the kind of 
m easurem ents you see in the 
jieople w ith the ¡east amount of 
illness or the lowest death rate 
Thus, it is proper to say a 
resting heart rate below 70 is 
more of an optimal value than a 
rate above 80. However, both 
values are normal. 
When a person has a higher 
heart rate it really serves as a 
warning to the doctor to look for 
the cause. If it is cigarettes the 
patient should quit. He should 
quit any way. If it is because he 
is out of shape and overweight, 
he needs a fitness program. If it 
is from living with a cup of 


coffee alwavs in his hand, he 
should stop that. In some cases 
it is simple anxiety, and the 
doctor may want to reassure 
him or find out what is causing 
the anxiety. 
\ “ RESTING" 
heart rate 
should be one taken early in the 
m orning before the person 
starts doing a lot of physical 
activity or gets involved in 
life’s situations. Or. it can be 
later in the day. but then it wilt 
be influenced by what has been 
going on. Many men sitting at 
their desk in the afternoon wall 
have a heart rate over 100. The 
office coffee, cigarettes, lack of 
physical fitness and stress all 
contribute to the finding. It is 
probably this individual with 
these unhealthy habits who is 
most likely to drop dead or have 
a heart attack. So, a “ high 
normal" heart rate is a sym p­ 
tom. If it is caused by unhealthy 
habits the thing to do is correct 
the habits.
